of Supt. Downs With 

Much Gloom.

Long are the faces and much is 
the gloom of school pupils, for they 
have only one more week of vaca- 
tion freedom. School will begin 
again on Tuesday, September 8, 
and on that day they must again 
rise with the alarm and run for the 
busses. 

Announcement of the opening 
day and the preparations being 
made to take care of the enrollment 
were made this week by Superin- 
tendent S. E. Downs, of Lower 
Merion. This announcement fol- 
lows closely on the one made by the 
Narberth authorities in these col- 
umns two weeks ago. 

The township statement gives in- 
formation to Narberth children liv- 
ing in the township limits, as well as 
to borough students, who plan to 
attend High School. Said Mr. 
Downs : 

"The Lower Merion Elementary 
and High Schools will open for the 
1925-1926 term Tuesday morning, 
September 8, at 9 o'clock. The bus 
service during the first week wili be 
continued on last year's schedule. 
All the elementary pupils should re- 
port directly to the principals of 
their respective buildings Tuesday 
morning, September 8. 

"All new elementary pupils must 
present certificates of successful 
vaccination in addition to possible 
records from former schools. 
Those who will be six years of age 
prior to April 1, 1926, may enter at 
the opening of school, but no chil- 
dren will be admitted to first grade 
later than September 30. 

"All new students in Lower Mer- 
ion township who desire to enroll 
in either the junior or the senior 
high school must present complete 
credentials, including vaccination 
certificate, to Superintendent S. E. 
Downs at his office in the senior 
high school building. 

"Entrane tests will be provided 
Thursday morning, September 10, 
for those whose credentials do not 
cover our work in full and for those 
who are not satisfied with their as- 
signments. The superintendent and 
the principals will be in their re- 
spective offices during all of the 
week beginning September 1. Par- 
ents and pupils who desire to confer 
relative to the high school work 
should do so next week prior to the j 
formal opening of school. 

"Results of tests given at the 
close of the summer school in the 
high school buildings will be an- 
nounced September 8. 

"Students residents in Narberth, 
who were promoted regularly to the 
senior high school, will need no fur- 
ther credentials, but new students 
from this district must secure as- 
signment authorization from Prin- 
cipal George H. Wilson. 

"L. D. Grossman, who was for- 
merly physical director at Lower 
Merion, has secured his release 
from Susquehanna University and 
will be head of the physical depart- 
ment at the two high schools and 
coach of the track team. Grossman

Philadelphia Political Writer Dies in 
Narberth. 

George Egbert Mapes, a mem- 
ber of the old school of journalists 
which is rapidly passing away, 
died Saturday night at the home 
of his daughter-in-law, Mrs. 
Charles E. Mapes, of No. 510 
Dudley avenue, Narberth. He had 
been ill three weeks. 

Mr. Mapes, who was well 
known in the newspaper world 
and in political circles as Colonel 
Mapes, was born October 31, 
1839, in Orange county, N. Y. 
There he received his education 
and there for a time he was a 
school teacher. 

In 1SG3 he married Miss Polly 
Eldridge, of Orange county, and 
in the spring" of I860 he moved 
with his family to the oil country 
in Western Pennsylvania, where 
he took up newspaper work. He 
was associate editor of the Oil 
City Derrick and later of the 
Petroleum Wells, in Titusville. 

Mr. Mapes served for three 
terms, from 1.876 to 1881, as a 
member of Legislature from Ve- 
nango county. Later he moved to 
Philadelphia, where he became as- 
sociated with Colonel Alexander 
K. McClure, and served as asso- 
ciate editor of the "Times" for 19 
years, until the time that the 
Times went out of publication. 

Mr. Mapes was for some years 
also a political writer for "The 
Philadelphia Record." During 
the Blankenburg administration 
he served as Chief of the Bureau 
of Lighting. 

He was a member of Philadel- 
phia Chapter of the Pennsylvania 
Society, Sons of American Revo- 
lution, and of the New England 
Society. Three of his ancestors 
served in the American Revolu- 
tion. 

Colonel Mapes was a member 
of the Union Methodist Episcopal 
Church, in Philadelphia, and was 
active in church work until a few 
years ago. His Philadelphia home 
was No. 1932 North Twenty-sec- 
ond street. 

He leaves, besides his daugh- 
ter-in-law, two grandchildren. 
Mrs. George O. Schroeder and 
Mrs. Hugh Mc Williams, and four 
great-grandchildren. He was an 
independent Republican in poli- 
tics.

Dealers Declare Residents 

Have Stocked Up in 

Anticipation.

While there is no great rush on 
the coal dealers of the Main 
Line for fuel next winter, it is not 
because the people are not inter- 
ested as to the contemplated 
strike, but because many have al- 
ready obtained their winter's sup- 
ply and are unconcerned about the 
prospect of a strike. 

A local dealer stated this morn- 
ing that never before has there 
been such a busy summer. People 
seemed to realize there would be 
trouble, and prepared for the 
worst by getting in the coal. 

The dealers who handle inde- 
pendent coal are worse sufferers 
from the expected strike than the 
general public, according to this 
same dealer. It is claimed the in- 
dependent men are asking 75 
cents a ton on coal delivered, 
while the dealer has not raised his 
price. 

No more orders are being taken 
by the agents for delivery to local 
yards. It is announced, however, 
that all orders which are now on 
hand will be delivered, assuring 
many local dealers sufficient coal 
to continue business for some 
time. 

"There will be no great rush 
for coal until the winter season 
sets in," said a prominent dealer, 
''and I doubt whether there will 
be a grand rush then because of 
the supplies now in the cellars." 

There is no general alarm here 
over the coal situation, and there 
is really no uneasiness shown. 
The dealers are still taking orders 
and the householders are still get- 
ting the coal.

BUILDING TO BE BEGUN SOON 



New $30,000 Structure on Playground to House the Library, Girl 

Scouts and American 
Legion.

Plans for the much discussed community building have been com- 
pleted and the contract let for the actual construction. 

This action was taken Tuesday night at a meeting of the board of 
trustees of the Y. M. C. A. fund who are to construct the building. 

The contract was awarded to Wm. D. & H. T. Smedley at a figure 
of approximately $30,000. Mr. Smedley will proceed at once to get 
supplies and equipment on the spot, and actual construction, it is be- 
lieved, will be started within the next two weeks. 

The building will be constructed on the northeast corner of the 
playground tract, facing on Windsor avenue. It will be composed of 
three identical-sized rooms, each 30 by 60 feet. The first room, which 
will be set lengthwise facing Windsor avenue will be occupied by the 
Community Library. The other two rooms will be placed in the form of 
wings, extending back from the ends of the first room. 

One of these rooms will be used by the Girl Scouts ; the other has 
been assigned to the American Legion, with provision for use by other 
organizations throughout the month when the Post is not occupying it. 

The building will be of red brick colonial construction with a dark 
slate roof and colonial windows and doors, and is planned to be an 
architectural addition to the community. Two separate shower and locker 

rooms, facing the athletic field, will 
be constructed at the rear of the 
building. 

The project has been the subject 
of much discussion for some 
months. The Y. M. C. A. fund was 
originally earmarked to be added to 
the proceeds of a proposed $100,000 
loan for a much more pretentious 
structure. The loan was defeated, 
however, at the last election, large- 
ly because of the more insistent de- 
mands for money needed for street 
paving. 

Since that time the board of trus- 
tees decided to go ahead with the 
money left over from the sale of 
the old Y. M. C. A. building, and 
to devote that fund to developing 
the playground tract as a commu- 
nity centre. Already this year over 
$9000 of this fund has been ex- 
pended for grading and improving 
the field itself, which task has been 
completed during the past month. 
When the decision was made to 
build, three organizations were in- 
vited to occupy the three-way 
building: the Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts and Library. The first of 
these organizations, after many 
meetings and a vast amount of dis- 
cussion, rejected the proffer and 
asked that a part of the fund be 
diverted to them for improvements 
on their present property on the 
south side. This was refused. 

The Girl Scouts accepted the 
offer at once, without reservation. 
Later it was decided to use the 
other wing as a meeting place for 
the Legion and for other organiza- 
tion purposes. 

The Library first hesitated to ac- 
cept because of the fear that the lo- 
cation would be damp, and hence 
detrimental to the books. This fear 
was allayed, but another question 
arose — that of control of their part 
of the building. They feared that 
if the building were public, danger 
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Mr. and Mrs. Robert E. Patti- 
son. Jr., and family have moved 
from their Chestnut avenue home 
to Paoli, Pa., where they have 
purchased a 3^-acre farm on the 
West Chester road.

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WIDENING STREET 

New Road to be Laid on Wynnewood 
Avenue. 
The long-looked-for improvements 
to Wynnewood avenue are now 
under way, and soon one of the 
worst pieces of traveled road here- 
abouts will give way to a broad 
stretch of fine highway. 

The section to be repaved, while 
short, is important as one of the 
entrances to the borough. The piece 
of road extends from Windsor ave- 
nue to the railroad bridge, along 
the west end of the playground. 

The Good Roads Company, con- 
tractors for the new highway and 
pavement work being done in the 
borough, are handling this stretch 
also. This week they laid a con- 
crete sidewalk 15 feet from the 
present east edge of the road and 
began excavating for the section to 
be paved for the widening. 

It is planned to add 15 feet to 
the width of the street. A Telford 
base of heavy stone, with under- 
draining and several new city in- 
lets for surface drainage will be 
laid. In addition, it is planned to 
raise the level of the street nearly 
two feet in its present low part. 

A new curb will be laid on the 
western edge of the street, about 
two feet from the high stone wall 
marking the property line of Miss 
Mary K. Gibson. When this work 
is completed a complete new sur- 
face will belaid over the entire area, 
replacing the present rocky and 
dangerous roadway.

This vote was conditioned upon the 
receipt of the Narberth Community 
Library Association of a written as- 
surance from the Recreation Board 
that the Library Association should 
have sole and exclusive occupancy and 
control of that section of your pro- 
posed building which was indicated 
for library purposes on your blue- 
print. 

Jt h our further understanding that 
if there should be any material altera- 
tions in the structural design or pur- 
poses of the entire building before it is 
turned over to the Recreation Hoard, 
such changes would be submitted :n 
advance to the Library Board of 
Trustees for their approval, and that 
in the absence of any such opportunity 
to pass upon changes, the Library 
Association would reserve to itself 
complete freedom of action. 

We expect and would prefer to re- 
ceive your written acknowledgment 
and acceptance of this letter so that 
everything may be a matter of accu- 
rate record with you as well as with 
us. but the absence of any acknowl- 
edgment will be considered by us to 
signify your formal acceptance of the 
statements set forth in this letter. 

In taking this actien, the library is 
merely passing upon a generous prop- 
osition for its housing which has been 
proffered by responsible individuals, 
but it does not wish to have its name 
or influence used as an argument to 
allay any public sentiment against the 
use of public land as a site and public 
money for the maintenance of this 
proposed building. It would be mani- 
festly inconsistent for the library, 
which is seeking to serve the entire 
community and which is solely de- 
pendent upon community sunport. to 
disregard in its own interest the sen- 
timents of the people.

Camp Delmont this year con- 
tinued to gain in popularity and 
upon a recent visit State officials 
pronounced it the finest scout camp 
in this State. 

Improvements are continually 
being made, and a number of new 
cabins were erected prior to the 
opening of the six weeks' period. 
About 30 cabins, with a capacity 
for housing eight boys, several 
tents are used for the accommo- 
dation of the boys. In general the 
entire 130-acre tract is in excel- 
lent condition and affords the 
youngsters 'an opportunity to rid 
themselves of some excess energy. 

Last week was a record-breaker 
in attendance. Never before in the 
history of the camp have so many 
boys been registered at one time. 
The personnel consisted of 265 
scouts. 

Ernest Schultz, of Philadelphia, 
was again director of the camp. The 
efficient manner in which the official 
duties were dispatched was par- 
ticularly pleasing to the patrons 
of the camp. This, of course, was 
due to the fact that all of the mem- 
bers on the senior staff M-ere at 
Delmont before, and the majority 
have been on duty for the last six 
years. 

A great deal of interest was man- 
ifested in attempting to gain pro- 
ficiency, recognition and prominence 
in scoutcraft. This special work 
was left entirely to the boys' own 
iniative. However, those who 
wished to enter the game were en- 
couraged in the type of work 
which they performed had to pass 
-.he rigid inspection of the perma- 
nent staff.
